LONDON, Dec. 1.—The Spen Val- 
ley election which al! along promised 
liveliness in seemingly to become more 
actively through tne personalities 
concerning the candidates’ war re- 
cord. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood, minister of 
Overseas trade, went down on Satur- 
day for a meeting when Colonel 
Charles Fairfax was adopted as liberal 
coalition candidate and recommended 
Fainfax to the electors becuse he was 
the only candidate who during the 
war witnessed a shot fired in earnest. 
This was obviousiy a platform shot 
fired against Sir John Simmon, the 
fndewendent Uberal candidate who 
left the Asquith government on the 
conscription issue, but later accepted 
a staff billet which took him to France 
for some time, 

Greenwood further asserted the pre- 
sent government “was the most in- 
dependent of the house of commons 
which had ever existed in this coun- 


try.”

OTTAWA, Nov. 28-—The purchas- 
ing power of the dollar has not in- 
creased since the armistice, ‘so far as 
the general cost of living is Gon- 
cerned, It has, in fact, decreased, 
In October of 1915 the cost of a week- 
ly budget of food, fuel and rent for 
an average family of flve was $21.48. 


In October last it had risen to $22.93. 
This budget, it is to be noted does not 
include boots and shoes, clothing, 


furniture and utensi's, most of which 
have tncreased considerably in price. | 


Before the war the weekly budget) 
of food, fuel an drent was $14 47.| 
There has therefore been an Increase |

A Class War. 
The negottitions between the 


mine operaturs and the workers in 
the bituminous mines of the United 
States have been broken off, and 
the conference dissolved. While 
nominally the strike has been 
called off in obedience to the ord- 
ers of the courts, the fact is that 
only in certain localities have the 
men returned to work in consid- 
erable numbers, and the present 
ontpnc of the mines is small. 
That those who have returned to 
work will now go out again is also 
a possibility. 

The break-down of the negotia- 
tions followed directly upon the 
refusal of the miners’ officials to 
agree to the proposal of Fuel Com- 
missioner Garfield that they ac- 
cept an increase of pay amounting 
to fourteen per cent. They de- 
manded as an alternative thirty- 
one per cent. This the operators 
said they could not pay without 
raising the price of coal very sub- 
stantially, and the Government re- 
fused to sariction the necessary 
raise. 


The Government, as the third 
and neutral party in the contre- 
versy, thus took the position that 
the miners are not entitled to the 
thirty-one per cent. increase, com- 
paring their earnings with those 
of men engaged in other occupa- 
tions. Upon the miners is thus 
thrown the onus of responsibility. 
They are put in the position of re- 
fusing to get out coal unless paid 
at a rate higher than the public 
authority considers to be in pro- 
portion to wages generally. 

Bituminous coal from the min- 
ing areas affected is used to ope- 
rate trains on the railways of the 
United States and central Canada, 
and also for generating steam in 
industrial and manufacturing con- 
cerns of all kinds on both sides of 
the line. The immediate effect of 
the stoppage of preduction will 
therefore be to hamper the carry- 
ing on of industry and transporta- 
tion throughout the central por- 
tion of the continent. If the strike 
—or whatever it may be called to 
avoid legal entanglements—con- 
tinues, the first result must be to 
throw out of employment hun- 
dreds of thousands of railwaymen 
and employees of manufacturing 
establishments, 

It is thus against their fellow 
wage-earners in other occupations 
that the bituminous men are strik- 
ing, rather than against the gene- 
ral public, who do not use soft 
eoal for fuel. It hardly seems 
likely that these other industrial 
classes will be inclined to set the 
demands of the miners ahead of 
their own interests, and to ap- 
prove the threat that their means 
of livelihood will be eut off unless 
the miners are recognized as a fa- 
yored class and paid higher wages

just ag plain that the Canadian gov- 
ernment are not; otherw'se our Cana- 
dian farmers would net be hauling 
their wheat, by wagon, 50, 60 and 70 
milea to an American elevator to get 
the advantage of the American price 
which they are being permitted to do 
by the American authorities. 

“This condition at once suggests 
the question, why does the Canadian 
government not adopt a policy similar 
to that adopted and applied so suc- 
cessfully in the United States? In 
other words, why continue to penalize 
the Canadian farmer? Surely there 
must be some untold reason. If not 
why this secret poticy o suddenly 
adopted by order-in-cou€ci!, through 
the !llegitimate use of the War Meas- | 
ures Act—and all done w'thout those 
most affected by it konwing anyth'ng 
at all about it? Naturally, all this 
weerecy on the part of the government | 
and wheat board suggests that there | 
must’ be something wrong. If no 
why concoct, secretly, a policy that 1

The Open Market. 

“If we had an open market, the

ber six on page 874-6 of the official 
Hansard: 

“How much, if

board, and at what price?’ 

‘The government's answer and ad- 
mission was as follows: 

“‘as to number six, it may be sald 
fn general that a very considerable 
proportion of the surpluy for export 
has been disposed of, and other quan- 
titles are under negotiation at the 
present time.’ 

It is very plain that the govern- 
ment’s answer to the foregoing clear 
and definite question marks not onlv 
a guilty conscience, but marks as weli 
@ rather coarve attempt at camou- 
flage.
